mitated, And whether we conſider 
their Architecture, or their Number, 


it is to be lamented, that in ſo copious 


a Subject, ſo few Writers have been 
employed, that to this Day many of 
our Cathedral Churches have lain in 
ſuch Obſcurity, as to have had no 
articular Notice taken of them, and 
ſhould this incurious Humour prevail, 
Poſterity might juſtly deplore our 


Negligence and the Want of thoſe An- 


tiquities we ſo {lightly eſteem. Much

Time has been already loſt, and their 
Beauty extreamly diminiſhed, as well 
as Numberleſs Records of their Foun- 
dations and Endowments, periſhed be- 
yond Retrieve, both by the Reforma- 
tion, and the unhappy Civil Wars. 
And if timely Care is not taken, the 
Remains both of one and the other, 
may undergo the ſame Fate. Amongſt 


all the Sacred Temples of our Coun- 
try, the Cathedral Church of Win- 
chefter preſents it ſelf with a moſt 
ſurprizing Grandeur. It riſes with 
ſuch a venerable Aſpect that one no 
ſooner ſees it, but he 1s ſtruck with a 


religious Awe. 


But before I come to treat particu- 
larly of this Church, it may not be 
amiſs to give two or three Remarks 
concerning the City of Wincheſter, 
where,our Church to this Day tlou-

This City is undoubtedly one of 


the moſt antient in Britain. Pro-—- 


LEMY mentions it by the Name of 
Oulan, Venta. The Romans, while 
they governed here, more diſtinctly 
Venta Belgarum. As appears by the 
Itinerary, and that . this was one of 
their Statigns (probably a City) the 
Roman Coins and Ruins of Baths, diſ- 
covered not long fince in repairing the 
Caftle, do ſufficiently evince. | 


Upon the Decay of the Roman Em- 
pire in Britain, the Saxons took Poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, and made it the Royal 


Seat of the Weſt Saxon Kings, and 


called it, Findancearden. Which Names 
are eaſily derived from the Britiſb 
Cacr-Gwent, i. e. M bite City, it bein 


ſituated in a White, Chalky Soil. The 


Learned Campen has ſo accurately

deſcribed this City, that I ſhall only 
farther mention that it is honoured with 
aRoyal Palace, began by KingCnARLRS 
the IId, of a regular Architecture con- 
fiſting of a magnificent Front, with 
Pavilions in Brick, adorned with Co- 
lumns of the Corinthian Order. Which 
by its Situation on a + very high Hill, 
and the Ruins of the old Caſtle, en- 
joys a fine Air, and a glorious Proſpect 
over the City, and adjacent Country. 
May we not hope, his Majeſty King 
GrzorGE, will finiſh this Houle, and 
make it again the Royal Refidence of 


the Saxon Kings. 


Deſcending from the Palace, I now 
again reviſit the Church, in Order to 


take a nearer View of it. 


As to its Origin, our Hiſtortans a-

in the Time of the Romans, and that 
there were ſeveral Churches and Mo- 
naſteries erected to the Honour and 
Service of God by the Br:t:/þ Con- 
verts who lived under them. Accor- 
dingly we find Mention of a College 
of Monks at Winton, from whence 
. ConsTaxs was taken, and declared 
Emperor by his Father ConsrTaxTin, 
who meerly from the Hopes of his 
Name, was ſaluted Emperor, and ſuc- 
ceſsfully oppoſed Hoxonrvs, A. C. 
8. And tis not improbable, that 
thoſe vaſt Ruins of old Walls, in which 
are ſeveral Windows till to be ſeen at 
the Weſt end of the Cathedral, are the 
Remains of this very College. How 
long this Monaftery and Church might 
have continued in Splendour, under 
the Chriſtian Britains, is impoſſible to

nourably interred, in the Church he 
had finiſhed. There is very little 
Mention in our Hiftorians concerning 
the Fabrick, from this Period, till the 
Norman Conqueſt, butall agree it con- 
tinued in aflouriſhing Condition; be- 
ing enriched and endowed by the Sax- 
on and Danfh Kings, and other Prin- 
ces, with rich Preſents and large Do- 
nations of Lands.

The next Biſhop that ſucceeded 
was WILLIAu Wickaam, at that 
time Keeper of the Privy Seal to King 
EpwarD III. being unanimouſly cho- 
ſen by the Prior and Convent of Win- 
ton, A. C. 1369. To the Liberality 
and Munificence of this Great Prelate 
we owe the Building and Finiſhing 
of the Nave, and the Weſt Front of 
the Cathedral, where his Statue is 
placed in a Niche, ſtanding above the 
Great Window, on the Height of 
the Church; the whole Work being 
by him compleated about the Year 
Mcccxcrv. The many Honours and 
Preferments that King EpwarD 
conferred upon this great .and good 
Man, are plain Indications of the high

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18 The Hiſtory and Antiquities of the 
Eſteem he had of his excellent Parts, 
Induſtry and Fidelity. The firſt Em- 
ployment which he executed under 
the King was that of Surveyor of Do- 
ver, Windſor, and Hadley Caſtles, and 
ſeveral: of his Mannors; and to his 
Direction was the Building of Vindſor 
Caſtle committed. In the year 1361. 
he went into holy Orders by the King's 
Command, and was ſoon after made 
Rector of St. Martin in the Feelds, and 
Dean of St. Martin le Grand in London, 
and Arch-deacon of Lincoln, Northamp- 
ton and Buchingbam. He was alſo Dean 
of Melle, and had twelve Prebends in 
ſeveral Churches.

dowed 
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dowed witha Mind not inferiour to his 
Fortune, began to think of employing 
his vaſt Treaſure to the Honour, of 
God, by ſome noble Act of Charity 
to this end he founded the magnificent 
Structure of New , College in Oxford, 
the firſt Stone being laid A. C. 1379. 
which being finiſhed in 1 386, the War- 
den and Fellows had Poſſeſſion given 
them, after a ſolemn Proceſſion and 
Prayers made the 1 4th of April, about 

a Clock in the Morning, the ſame 
ear. This College was no ſooner 
built but that he began another near 
Wolveſeye (the Biſhop's Palace) at Win- 
ton, laying the firſt Stone A. C. 1387. 
which being finiſhed in fix Years, he 
defigned it as a Nurſery for his other 
College at Oxon. One hundred and 
five Perſons being maintained therein, 
beſides Servants, viz. One Warden, 
ten Fellow-Prieſts, one School-maſter, 
one Uſher, three Chaplains, ſeventy 
Scholars, ſixteen Choriſters, and three 
B 2 Clerks+; 


20 The Hiſtory and Antiquities of the 
Clerks ; beſides the vaſt Expences of 
theſe two ſtately Foundations, and 
that of the Church. He procured to 
his See many Privileges and Immuni- 
ties; he gave farther twenty thouſand 
Marks to the Reparation of his Hou- 
ſes ; the Debts of thoſe who were im- 
priſoned on that Account he paid, a- 
mounting to two thouſand Pounds. 
He repaired all the High Ways between 
London and Winton. He gave 2001. 
to the Church of Windſor. He or- 
dained a Chauntry of five Prieſts at 
Southwyke, He ſupported continually 
in-his Houſe 24 Almſmen. He main- 
- tained at the Univerfity fifty Scholars 
for ſeven Years before the building of 
his College; and did many other th 
charitable Acts. He alfo provided for ap 
himſelf ten Years before his Death, a lan 
magnificent Monument in the Body off ma 
the Church, repreſenting him in his} anc

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Pontificalibus, two Angels kneeling at 
his Head, and three Monks at his Feet 
praying devoutly for his Soul, very 
exquiſitely performed. After all theſe 
Expences, he left Legacies in Money 
above fix thouſand Pounds, to his Heir 
one hundred Pounds in Land a year, 
and all his Houſes richly furniſhed. 
He died A. C. 1404. and was interred 
in the Monument which he built for 
himſelf, upon the Verge of which 1s

The Church being thus finiſhed by 
the Munificence of Biſhop WITxRHAM, 
appears to be one of the largeſt in Eng- 
land, and Regular, after the Gothich 
manner, the Arches being all angled, 
and ſupported by ſeveral ſmall Co- 
lumns of the ſame Diameter at the

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The Great Tower, which ſtands in 


the middle of the Fabrick is ſomewhat 


too low, but would admit of a Super- 
ſtructure, which is all that ſeems 


wanting to render it more auguſt. 


If we take a more particular View 
of the inſide we ſhall find it handſom- 


ly ornamented, and not without ſeve- 
ral Curioſities, as well as a great Num- 
ber of noble and antient Monuments. 


On the North fide of the Nave of 


the Church there ſtands a very antique 


Font. Tis a large Square Stone, a 
ſort of black Marble, in which is cut 
a circular Bafin for the Water, and 1s 


ſupported by a plain Stone Pedeſtal, 
being 3 Foot 3 Inches over. 1 he Sides 
of the Square are ſet off with Baſs-re- 


lieves; repreſenting probably the Mi- 
racles of ſome Saint belonging to this 
Church. The Work I efteem not later

In the South Croſs there is an old

We are now approaching to tle IM 
Choir, to which from the Nave of the | 
Church, there is a handſom Aſcent of 
Steps; it is ſeparated from the reſt 
of the Church by a beautiful Frontiſ- 
piece of Stone built between the two" 
great Pillars of the Arch of the Tower. 
Tis of the Compoſite Order, and on each 
fide of the Gate, which is arched, 
there 1s a Niche; in that on the North, 
is placed a Statue of King ChARLES I. 
in the other on the South fide, that 
of King James I. both in Braſs, and 
well performed : Theſe Statues, du- 
ring the Civil Wars, lay concealed, 
and by that Means eſcaped the Fury 
of the Rebels, who committed many 
Outrages on this Church, too long to 
be here related. This Structure was 
_ erected by King CARL Es I. who was

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26 The Hiſtory and Antiquities of the 
a great Benefactor to this and many o- 
ther Churches. As ſoon as you enter 
you ſee the Seats or Stalls of the Dean 
and Prebendaries, which are very neat 
but antient, and adorned with Spire- 
Work gilded. In the middle of the 
Choir there is an Eagle ſtanding on a 
high Pedeſtal all of Braſs, on which 
the Leſſons are read at Divine Service. 


At the upper End, on the South 
fide, there 1s a new Throne, which 
was built for the preſent Biſhop, the 
Right Reverend Father in God, Sir 
— TRELIAWNET. The Pe- 
ement, which is adorned with a Mi- 
tre, and the Arms of the See, impailing 
thoſe of his Family, is ſupported by Flu- 
ted Columns of the Corintbian Order. 


In the Area before the Aſcent tothe 
Altar is a raiſed Monument of greyiſh 
Marble, in which Jay interred WII- 
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Cathedral Church of Wincheſter. 27 
LIAM RuFvs, before it was broke o- 
pen, and rifled in the late Rebellion, 


On each fide of the Altar there is a 
fine Partition-Wall curiouſly wrought 
in Stone, which compoſes the Two 
Sides of the Presbytery that ſeparate it 
from the North and South Ifles ; on 
the Top of each Wall, which is of a 
conſiderable Height, are placed three 
Shrines or Cheſts finely carved, paint- 
ed and gilded, with a Crown upon 
each; in which are depoſited the Bones 
of ſeveral of the Met. Sauon Kings, 
Biſhops, and ſome later Princes; which 
had been buried in divers Parts of the 
Church, and were thus carefully col- 
lected and preſerved with honourable 
Mention of their Names on each 
Shrine in Letters of Gold, by Ricu- 
ARD Fox, Biſhop of Winton, who di- 
ed A.C. 1528. and lies interred un-- 
der a fair Monument, on the South 
ide of the high Altar, now called Fox's 

Chapel. It was this Biſhop who covered

The Aſcent to the Altar, of Marble 
Steps, and the Pavement are very cu- 
rious, being inlaid with different co- 
lour'd Marbles in various Figures. 
The Altar Piece 1s a very handſom

a lofty Canopy, projecting over the 
Table, with vaſt Feſtoons hanging down 
from it, and all over beautified with 
exquiſite Foliage.
